In the School Department, the big news was the .substantial 
completion of the new Junior High School, Cafeteria and Senior 
lliudi School Gymnasium; but this event should not overshadow 
the many real accomplishments, during this year, in the improve- 
ment of instruction. 

Hut land, your city, is a good city, and one in which all its 
citizens may well take pride, ll is not perfect and probably 
never will lie. However, we can constantly attempt to grow in 
the right direction, and if each of us takes the time to learn how 
the city is governed, what it has to offer, and how each can help 
solve its problems as they develop, there is no cause to worry 
ahout the future.

The New Junior High School

lit*)"); Suhstiiiitiidlv completed in Mav. 1957; in use September 3, 
1957. 

There are two new buildings adjacent to the Senior High 
School, and all three are connected by heated and lighted 
"bridges." There is almost two acres of floor area in the new 
construction. 

The Junior High School unit is designed for 050 pupils in 
( irades 7-9. 

The regular classrooms are extra large, — on the average 
having an area of approximately 75S square feet. 

There is a complete sound and intercommunication system. 

The heating plant consists of two industrial type steel hot 
water heating boilers, lired by horizontal rotary cup type oil 
burners, burning 5 # oil, from a 10,000 gallon underground 
storage tank. 

There is an automatic, push-button elevator for handling 
furniture and equipment. This can also be used for physically 
handicapped pupils. 

The Gymnasium is 102 feet square. Allowing lb" per person, 
there are 1,440 seats.- the nearest one being over eight feet from 
the playing surface. There is a folding Gym partition, electrically 
opciated. The v arsity basketball court is 81' x 50'; and, when the 
partition is closed, there are tw<i practice courts each 72' x 42'. 
The facilities include both boys' and girls' locker, drying, and 
shower rooms; and offices for both boys' and gills' Physical 
Kducatioii instructors, including storage rooms and shower- 
toilet combinations. 

The Cafeteria seats 418 at one time. The serving area is 
designed for two separate lines of pupils. There is a separate 
kitchen, almost 40 feet long. The stainless steel equipment, in 
the cafeteria and kitchen cost $ 1 2,559. 

The Music Room includes a storage room, an instrument 
storage room, a Music library room, and a practice room. 

The Senior High School will use the new Gymnasium, — the 
Junior High the former High School Gymnasium. Both schools 
will use the new Cafeteria and the old Auditorium. 

The Simps include a Melahvorking shop, a Woodworking 
shop, a Mechanical Drawing Room, two storage rooms, and a 
ventilated Paint Room.

Rutland's annals lwgin on (lie 3(lth day of September, 1700. 
when the lirst white settler came into this valley with hi.s wife 
and eleven children and settled among the ( 'atigna waga Indians 
near the falls at Center Rutland. 

This was the beginning of history, then, by white men, in this 
valley, though the land in the valley had been bought and sold 
in speculation for years before this date. 

The charter for the town of Rutland was granted on 
the 7th of Septemher, 1761, by Col. Jonah Williard of Win- 
chester. X, II., to Mr. James Murray, m i the principal citizens 

of Rutland, Mass., and he is supposed to be the man who named 
our city, though records state thai he never saw any portion of 
this valley. 

The hist meeting called to organize a town government con- 
vened on the second Tuesday of October 1770, ami continued to 
operate as a town until November 19, 1892. 

On April 1, 1893. the late John A. Mead was inaugurated as 
the lirsi Mayor of the City of Rutland.

To the Honorable ('it'll Council anil the Citizen.* of lintlntvl: 

The Board of School Commissioners and the Superintendent 
ni School.- an' pleased to present the School Report for the fiscal 
year ending June 30. M)")7. The Report consists of two parts, 
the following narrative statement about the work of the schools, 
ami financial ami statistical reports found near the end of this 
booklet. Taken together, they form the complete School Heport. 
We shall ii<> our best, within the limitations of spare and the 
requirements of the Law, to present a Complete, though concise 
report of the Rutland Public Schools during the past year. 

SCHOOL BUILDING IMPROVEMENTS 

The big news, this year, was the substantial completion, in 
May 1957, pi our new Junior High School. Cafeteria and Senior 
llijih School t ■ymnnsiiim. a most important step in our long- 
range school buildillg program. Beginning in September, the 
Freshmen will be in the Junior High School, and we shall be 
following the accepted organization usually referred to as the 
(>-3-3 plan, with grades 7. 8, and J) in the Junior High School, and 
grades HI, II. and 12 in the Senior High. Although this school 
building project is referred to as the new Junior High School, it is 
important to note that the new. and larger Gymnasium will he 
used by the Senior High School, with the Junior High using the 
former High School Gymnasium. The new ( 'afcteria will be used 
by 1 1< it 1) schools, 

A most important, though less publicized part of this Junior 
High School building project, are the much-needed improvements 
in the Senior High School. In Noveml>er, l!lo(i, as only the first 
of these improvements, we redecorated and relighted i tic Finn Is 
Laboratory ami installed completely new and modern equipment. 

We are already one year behind our "Timetable of Recom- 
mendations" in our School Building Survey. To avoid any fur- 
ther lag. we should take immediate steps toward the planning of 
two new elementary schools, a two-unit school on the Pierpoint 
Avenue site acquired in May. U);V>. to take the place of the 
Kingsley and Wat kins Avenue Schools: and a one-unit school in 
the general vicinity of the new [{inland Hospital, to relieve serious 
o\ rirn iwding in the Dana and Northeast Schools. Also needed 
will Ik- a three-room addition, together with a multi-purpose 
room, to relieve overcrowding at the Lincoln School. It is of 
the utmost importance thai we start immediately to study the 
general problem. 
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HEALTH AND SAFETY INDI CATION AND SERVICES 
Iti all matters alTecting the child's environment, his class- 
room instruction, his play, and the health services provided him, 
we must keep constantly in mind his health and welfare. Our 
independent school lunch programs ami our transportation ser- 
vices continue to be excellent; and the work of our two school 
nurses and dental hygienist of a high order. We appreciate the 
work of our teachers in carrying on the Special Milk Program, the 
faithfulness of our boys and girls who serve on our School Safely 
Patrols, and the cooperation of the Hoard of Aldermen and the 
Police Department in providing police women to guard our child- 
ren at hazardous intersections. We gratefully acknowledge the 
help of the Vermont Association of the Blind, the Vermont Asso- 
ciation for I he Crippled Inc., the Rutland Lions Club, the Com- 
munity Child Care Clinic, the State Guidance Clinic, and all our 
P.T.A. units. 

During this year a most important improvement was made 
at the Northeast Elementary School, which included drainage of 
the school site, grading of the playground, the construction of a 
turn-around near the main entrance, the resurfacing of the road- 
way to Temple Street, and the construction of a walk from Jeffer- 
son Street Extension to the school ground.-. 

INSTRUCTION AND RELATED SERVICES 

There have hei-n some very real accomplishments in the 
elementary schools during this year. In all of them the under- 
lying purpose has been the improvement of instruction. Basic 
lo this purpose is the need of keeping classes small. We are proud 
of the fact that our average class size in the elementary schools as 
of January. 1W">7, was '22. ~> as compared with an April. H)5(i, 
average for cities of our population class throughout the country, 
of 29.3. 

Following the close of school (l((of>). and with the strong 
support of the Director of Teacher Kducalion of the State Depart- 
ment, we offered two workshops here in the City, —one in the 
field of Arithmetic and the other in Language Arts. Both were 
well attended by our teachers, and at no expense to our School 
I >epartmen1. 

Another accomplishment, this year, and one which has had a 
definite effect on the morale of our teachers and consequently on 
the quality of instruction, is the fad that, for the first time, we 
have had noon houi supervisors. These people, usually former 
teachers, supervised the school lunch period and (lie recreation 
period following it. in order to relieve our regular teachers com- 
pletely from any such duties. The School Department and the 
various P.T.A. units have shared this expense. We have provided 
released lime for our elementary principals, &bM foJ the Brsl 
time, so that they had some time for the preparing of reports and 
for other duties in connection with their jobs. 
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During this past year, emphasis has been placed, throughout 
the .-y-lcin, mi the leaching <>*' Arithmetic. We had ;i general 

teachers' ting in tin- Fall mi this subject with follow-up work 

throughout the year l>y our Element ary Supervisors. Their work 
re<|uires their attendance at many district, state, regional and 
national meetings, particularly in the field ui Reading, which 
has enabled them to keep abreast of the best educational trends. 
Even more important to us, is the fact that they have very 
effectively passed on these benefits to our teachers. 

An improvement in the Meldon program was made this year 
by making it possible for our Music teacher to spend her full time 
and energies in this one building, t'ntil this year she had had to 
divide tier attention among the elementary sc| Is as well. 

A survey of the trends in junior high school organization 

throughout the nation points up tlte faci thai the Meldon program 
has been well in accord with accepted practice, From a country- 
wide conference at Mew York University with junior high school 
administrators, our position in Rutland appeals extremely for- 
tunate in thai we have the advantage of good organization and 
community support without the vicious drawback of overcrowd- 
ing and the accompanying big ciiv problems of delinquency. 

Kducal inn in the junior high school has a special meaning because 
nf the nature of its pupils who are making rapid changes in both 
growl li and social adjustment. One pf the best arguments for 
including the ninth (trade with our seventh and eighth grades is to 
extend for one mote year the opportunity for boys and girls to 
emerge from ihis confusing age of change when general education 
is needed, to the more specific academic training of the senior 
high school. 

The mosl important accomplishments in tlx 1 field of Art 
Fducatimi are nut tangible ones. Such accomplishments include 
a sense of discrimination, creativeness, contributions to character 

development, an awareness of beauty m nature and art, an appre- 
ciation of human values, the satisfaction of contributing to the 
life of the school and one's community, and stimulation toward 

continuing the use of art after leaving school. Even so, ten of our 

boys and girls have w on Art prize's this year in Slate competition. 

This year our Music Department .staff has been increased. 
We now have a full lime Elementary Music Supervisor: and an 
Instrumental Music Instructor for one day a week in grades four 
to six inclusive. In addition to our Elementary Choir, we now 
have an Elementary Hand and an Elementary Orchestra. 

During this year four major improvements have been made 
in the instructional program at the High School. One of the most 
important was a new Reading Program for all ninth grade stu- 
dent- and some college preparatory seniors, which produced 
gratifying results, Seniors completing the course increased their 
ability to read from six to twenty-five points on the percentile

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scale with an average increase of l.Y-l points. For ninth tirade 
students, the average score increased approximately 30 points 
from September to May. In September forty-seven pupils were 
reading in the lowest \(Y" V (on a national hasis), hul in May this 
number had been reduced to twenty-two. At the beginning of the 

year fourteen pupils were in the top 10', (national basis), while 
in May this number had been increased to thirty-two. These 
results indicate clearly the importance of continuing the teaching 
of reading beyond the eighth grade, not only to improve the 
reading abilities of poorer readers, but also to increase the abilities 
at our I ict ter readers. 

The formation of special English classes for the more able 
students in the tenth and twelfth grades was also successful. 
Students in these classes accomplished Wore work at a higher level 
than they would have, ol hcrwise. 

A class in Science for seniors and juniors not planning to go 
to college proved t<i be very successful. The primary purpose of 
this course was to provide a background of scientific knowledge 
and basic principles in science. 

A course in Drafting was added to the Trade and industrial 
program. This also proved to be very successful, and will bp 
continued. 

One of the mosi ngmneanl improvements in the school pro* 
gram this year was the expansion of our < iuidance Program under 

a full-time (iuidance Director. The value of this service will 
become more and more apparent, as time goes on; and the plan 
includes the extension of the service, without additional stall 
members, to the entire System. 

We are particularly proud of our K veiling Trade School, now 
in its tenth year. During this year over I l!> different men and 
women were enrolled in its courses, which included Arc and 
Oxy-Aectylenc Welding, Carpentry Theory, Machine Shop 
(Theory and Practice). Plumbing-Healing Theory, Woodworking. 
Auto Mechanics (Theory and Practice), Drafting for Beginners. 

Advanced Drafting (Theory and Practice), and Basic Electricity. 
These courses were given in two twelve-week sessions of 7'2 hours 
each. They were sponsored by the Veterans Administration, the 
State Department of Vocational Education, the State Depart- 
ment of Industrial Relations, and the Rutland Public Schools. 
Many other courses were requested but could not be given because 
of lack of facilities.

1) Nine classrooms completely redecorated.

Library. Home Economics Foods Laboratory and 
Mechanical Drawing Room.

CONDITIONS OF TI1F. SCHOOLS 

For the last several years our school buildings have been kept 
in good repair. This year they are in even better condition than 
ever. This is by no means an accident, but the result of annual 
inspections by the Ruilding Committee of the School Board and 
the continued line work of our Maintenance Department. Most 
of these buildings cannot he made completely safe according to 
present-day standards, but. witli (he exception of automatic 
sprinklers, they are as safe as they can be made. 

NEEDS OF THE SCHOOLS 

The billowing are some of the more important needs of the 
schools: 

All Schools 

A revision of our basic Salary Schedule upward, to make it 
more attractive, especially fed new teachers at the lower 
salary levels. This year we have been seriously handi- 
capped in securing teacher replacements; and in several 
cases we lost well-<|iiali!ied instructors because we could 
not meet their salary requirements. Among the t^n larger 
places in the State, our average salaries for high school 
men dropped from third to fifth place, for high school 
women from sixth to ninth place! For cDmentary teachers 
we did just a little better than to hold our own, changing 
from eighth to seventh place. 

A long-range program of equipping at teas! One building each 
year with automatic sprinklers. 

Elementary Schools 

A new two-unit school on our Pierpoint Avenue Site, to re- 
place the Kingsley and Wat kins Avenue Schools. 

A new one-unit school in the southeastern section of the City 
in the general vicinity of the new Hospital, to relieve 
overcrowding at the Dana and Northeast schools. 

A three-room addition, together witii a multi-purpose room, 
to relieve overcrowding at the Lincoln School. 

Additional playground for the Park Street School. 

A new. complete healing and ventilating system (not includ- 
ing the boiler) for the Lincoln School. 

A better audio-visual program. 

Teachers' work and rest rooms wherever space jwrmits. 
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Junior High School 

All needs at the Junior High School level have been met with 
the substantial completion of the new Junior High School 
Building. 

Senior High School 

Now Science laboratories for Biology ami Physics. 
A sound-proof Music Room with practice and storage facili- 
lies. 

A Bqund System to replace the obsolete telephone system. 
The Sound System formerly at the MeUlon School (with 
the addition of extra speakers), will serve very well. 

An addition to the Shop Wing, to house needed shop 
courses, particularly in Electricity. 

Renovation of the Hoys' Locker and Shower Rooms. 

SCHOOL BUDGET 

Our Budget was adopted by the Board, and voted upon by 
the people, as provided for in our City Charter. However, 
according to Law. we arc "presenting" our Budget, and it will be 
found elsewhere in this Report. 

The Budget calls for planned expenditures (omit ling the 
Contingency item! of approximately $t»7,24ti. more than was 
spent in 1956-57. The following list more than explains this 
increase: 

S47.000. Increases in teachers' salaries. 
2l).l>00. Six additional teachers. 

13,472. Increases in both quantity and prices of fuel. 
10,132. Additional equipment : new Junior High School. 

0.900. Improvement of the High School football field. 

4, (HO. [nereasea in janitors' salaries; and one additional 
janitor. 

3,000. Zoning the High School heating plant 
2,772. To complete the Dana heating and ventilation 
alterations. 

In appreciation of the very high professional ability and 
devotion of our instructional personnel, and the continued strong 
support of the citizens of this City, we pledge ourselves to do our 
utmost toward the further improvement of our schools.

To tlii Honorable City Council ami Citizens of RtUUmd: 

Throughout the fiscal year 1 !(">(»- 1 '.)")7 the services of the 
Rutland I'n < Library to the community continued to expand in 
spite of rising costs anil a strain on a hard working staff. Xever 
before has the Library had such a diversified program to meet the 
demands of the citizens of our community. Xever before lias the 
Libran- had such a large collection of bonks on such a broad 
range of subject.- in meet such a wide variety of needs and 
interest-. 

Through the year the Library's facilities ami the Library's 
services have been taxed to the utmost. Services in teachers, to 
groups ami to individuals have improved and have been pushed 
a- never before. Net on some evenings ihe Library is inade- 
quately manned considering the size of the building to lie 
supervised, the hordes of people using [he facilities and requiring 
service, and 1 lie amount of work that must be done behind the 
scenes in prepare materials for use. 

Few people realize the amount of hidden work that goes on 
in the Rutland Free Library to make usefully available to the 
community the materials and services of the Library. Without 
this preparation of indices, pamphlet files, cataloging, book lists, 
and numerous other details, much of the usefulness of the Library 
would lie lost. A good catalog is expensive, yet without it a 
library is almost useless. Without proper classification and 
preparation of its resources a library is nothing more than a 
collection of books. 

The Library takes part in many functions for civic 
Service improvement. Sometimes this is in the form of 
to Groups making its facilities available to civic group- 
Sometimes it lake- the form of direct Library 
sponsored projects, such as the citizenship and English classes for 
the foreign born, or the series of discussions for teenagers in 
individual liberty, or a workshop in brotherhood. Sometimes it 
takes the form of cooperating with other agencies to bring a series 
of studies in Rutland people, such as the University of Vermont 
lecture series or the insurance classes conducted by the Rutland 
Lite rnderwiiier.- Assneiation I'm men inlere-ied in advancing 
themselves. Sometimes it takes the form of the librarian taking 
part on civic committees, or being active in community organ- 
izations, such as the Rutland Brotherhood Observance Com- 
mittee, Rotary Club, PTA, the Rutland Film Association and the 
various library organizations state, regional and national. 
Members of the stall* extend the Library's role in the community, 
such as the work Children's Librarian Mrs. Barbara Douglas 
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does for tin- Dorothy Caulield Fisher Children's Hook Award in 
promoting good reading among the children of the state, or 
Circulation Assistant Mrs. Anne Libbey in preparing materials 
for Btudy Clubft preparing specialized lisls tor Catholic readers and 
in searching all over the map. as it were, for hooks and other 
materials by means of interlihrary loan in order to give better 
service than we can manage with just our own resources. 

But through all its many services to our corn- 
Service to munitv, of foremost importance is service to the 
the Individual individual whether it be to help him learn a 
new skill, to improve himself for advancement 
in his business or profession, to set help in planning a new house, 
to help him with his hobby interests, to guide him in currenl 
fiction and other recreational reading or in many other ways to 
help him improve his "lot" in the community. 

When all is said and done about group activities and group 
discussions it must be remembered that our primary function is 
to serve the individual. Through books individuals as unorgan- 
ized men— enter into convocation with the thinkers 01 the past 
an d i he thinkers of the present. Today we are, through our 
overorganized communities, reaching out to the orgamzal ion 
man. The public library is the refuge of the unorganized man 
and the non-conformist. It is the "people's university" to which 
come individuals, under no pressure from any group, to read for 
pleasure, to read for information, to read for understanding of 
today's problems and to read for as many reasons as there are 
individuals. Yet it is from these unorganized men and women — 
the individuals that civilization's great cultural, artistic and 
inventive achievements have eome. 

Let us not belittle the importance of the individual in our 
services to the community. Particularly is this supremely im- 
portant in our commuiiitv without a college. Our Library must 
have the plant, the materials and the staff to help the individual 
to achieve the best that is in him. Without adequate library 
facilities adequate materials and an adequate staff the individual 
will not be able to realize his fullest potential when he seeks help 

at the Library . 

Our facilities for children need considerable expan- 
Service siou in order more adequately to meet the needs 
to Children of a fast growing children's population. What we 

do today to guide our children determines what 
our children do tomorrow. Today they are children, tomorrow 
they are our Leaders. Through our schools and colleges and 
libraries we are determining what sort of leadership we get to- 
morrow. Let us not shortchange our children with poor and 
inadequate library service. An investment in improved library 
service for our children is a sound investment : it is an investment 
in tomorrow, our future. 
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Today's adult, in order to be a more iiilHligeiit citizen 
Service of a democracy, needs good public library service 
to Adults more than ever before. To live the kind of life he 

has grown to expect his public library has become 
increasingly important. An adequate library today has books, 
pamphlets, periodicals, newspapers, phonograph records and 
films. It is not just a house of books it is the marketplace of 
ideas; it is a dynamic collection of the media of communication. 
Therefore, adequate facilities should include a listening room for 
talking books and music on discs and tape. There should 
be small conference rooms where users of the materials can have 
informal discussions in small groups. There should be an audi- 
torium for the use of films and larger groups. Such a library 
would lend reproductions of great paintings and perhaps paintings 
themselves. 

This picture looks into the future, but it 
Adult Education should not must, not be the distant future. 
Center War a community without a college such a 

public library is all the more necessary. Such 
a library is in truth the cultural center of the community. It is an 
adult education center, making every effort to meet the needs of 
the individuals and the groups that would better themselves and 
live more richly. With such a library Rutland could have a cul- 
tural renaissance. Rutland would be a more desirable place 
for industry and for business, and ii goes without saying that 
Rutland would be one of the best communities in which to live. 
It is for just such a library that we must work without ceasing. 

Many groups used our auditorium and our conference facili- 
ties through the year, despite the fact that the acoustics of the 
auditorium very much need to be improved. Meeting through 
the year in various sections of the Library, upstairs and down, 
the Citizenship and English classes for the foreign born attracted 
a larger attendance than last year. In June certificates of ae- 
comph'ahment were issued to those members who had completed 
successfully one or more years of study in American English and 
citizenship. We are grateful to the Women's Auxiliary of the 
American Legion for their help with the ceremonies and for 
handling the refreshments. 

Again this year the Library sponsored a series of discussions 
for teenagers in indiv idual liberty as we understand it in America. 
The weekly children's film program, under the title, "A Trip 
Around the World." attempted, through books and lilms. to 
inculcate a better understanding, knowledge and appreciation of 
peoples of other races and other lauds. During the summer many 
children attended the popular story hour conducted by Mrs. 
Elizabeth Taylor. We are deeply grateful to Mrs. Taylor for 
contributing her time and her efforts to make the summer story 
hour a happy experience.

The annual report of the Department of Public Works ami tie 
Water Department for the fiscal year ending June 30. 10S7 is 
hereby submitted : 

Street Department 

During the fiscal year of I9."><i-I ( .)r>7 regular street work was 
carried out. The usual job of cold patching was done and numer- 
ous streets were scarified and re-shaped by our grader. 

The following streets were excavated, drained, re-gravelled 
and paved with "Hot Mix" bituminous paving: 

Edgerton Street — Lafayette Street to the easterly end 
Granger Street — River Street to Franklin Street 
Hopkins Street South Main Street to Strongs Avenue 
Kingsley Avenue North Main Street to Church Street 
Roberts Avenue North Main Street to Church Si reel 
Seabury Street —Grove Street to Church Street 
Temple Street - Tremont Street to the cast end 
Pearl Street was excavated toa depth of 2 feet, re-shaped and 
graded from Tenney Brook to Vernon Street and treated with 
tar. 

12, '297 gallons of asphalt and .">K,740 gallons of tar were 
applied as a binder to various streets. 

The project of widening Library Avenue was begun work 
starting late in IDoti and is now in ihe course of completion. 

A 6 x (1 army truck was purchased to replace the old one 
which was badly in need of repairs. A worn out sand spreader 
was replaced and we also purchased a new backhoe and a curbing 
machine. 

Winter Maintenance 

During the past winter snow and ice were removed from the 
city streets. The majority of storms .seem to occur during the 
weekend and usually at night, necessitating our men working 
Saturdays and Sundays. Our "Snogo" and "Sno Flyer" proved 
indispensable during these storms. ISO ions of salt and 660 
yards of sand were applied to the streets to relieve hazardous 

driving and walking conditions. 
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Sewer Department 

70 new connections were made to new homos during the 
period from July 1950 to July 1957. 

The following sewer extensions were made: 
Adams Street 700 lineal feet of 8" pipe 
Elm Street- 759 lineal feet of 8", 10", 18" and 24" pipe 
Exeter Road- 350 lineal feet of 8" pipe 
North Main Street 312 lineal feet of S" pipe 
Piedmont Pond Road 108 lineal feet of 8" pipe 
Southern Avenue- 2,702 lineal feet of 12" and 24" pipe 
Taft Avenue- 370 lineal feet of 8" pipe 
Victor Place 408 lineal feet of 12" pipe 
West view Avenue— 534 lineal feet of 8" pipe 
The so-called Elm Street Sewer was completed late in 
Novtmber of 1950. This was a long needed improvement. The 
old stone sewer which gave trouble to the residents of Church 
St net and Kim Street was abandoned. A 24" pipe was laid from 
the 48" trunk sewer in Church Street to about 125 feet easterly 
through private property to the old stone sewer. The old 12" line 
from this point was replaced with 18" concrete pipe to the man- 
hole in Elm Street. A new catch basin was designed with wider 
throat and larger grates which alleviated the flooding in this 
street. A manhole was constructed in the Longfellow School yard 
over the old marble sewer which at this point was in excellent 
condition. Then an 8" line was built northerly. This job was 
done under the worst possible working conditions. The old 
sewer line was followed and its course ran under ramshackle 
buildings, under garages and through cellars. I would like at 
this time to give credit to the men who worked on this project 
for a job well done. 

The sewer on Southern Avenue was built under ideal working 
conditions during the winter. This line was originally designed 
to relieve conditions on St rat ton lioad which have been giving 
this department trouble for many years. The line was not con- 
structed to St rat I on lioad but continued on up several proposed 
streets to Allen Street and the hospital site. This line is now 
operating. The proposed 18" line from Southern Avenue to the 
Stratton lioad will lie stalled ihis fall. 

Incidentals, the cost of this sewer line was unbelievablv 
small. 2.702 feet of 24" and 12" pipe cost $12,052.73, or $4.30 
per foot, including two manholes. More manholes will be addeil 
in the future. 

I would like to bring attention to the fact that our storm 
drains are in pitiful condition. During rains these sewers become 
overloaded and water backs into the streets and cellars and follows 
the line of least resistance. In normal times the sanitary sewers 
are adequate to carry the load More and more houses are being 
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built every month and roof drains are being e mptied directly into 
sewer lines which were not designed to carry this load. A study 
is now being made of our sewer system and we feel at this time 
that no more surface water should lie allowed to empty into the 
system. In my opinion the solution of this problem is the con- 
struction of more storm drains. 

General Department 

A culvert was installed on Perry Street at the junction of 
Paint Mine and Moon Brooks. Numerous culverts were cleaned 
and repaired during the season. The swamp on Thrall Avenue 
was drained, much to the relief of the property owners in that 
section. More work — such as filling— could lie done to abolish an 
eye-sore and alleviate the mosquito infested pools. 

Main Street Park was kept spick and span during the summer 
and new flower beds were planted. 

It is fitting and proper to say here that we all miss Joseph 
Colodonato, our park superintendent, who passed away this last 
year. lie was an honest worker, devoted to his duly. We will 
certainly miss "Joe" as we remember him mowing the grass and 
planting and lending the flowers he loved so well. 

Water Department 

This department functioned very smoothly during the pasl 
year. Mr. William Dwyer, Martin Nbtte and Donald Foster 
were in charge of the work. 

During the year 80 new house services were laid. Hydrants 
were inspected at regular intervals. Mains were blown in the fall 
and spring to insure clean drinking water; numerous leaks in our 
system were promptly repaired as they occurred. The following 
mains were installed during the vear: 

Adams St reel - 1 ,000 feet' -8" 

Emeritus Street— 658 feet— 8" 

Exeter Road 330 feet— 8" 

Perry Street— 202 feet— 8" 

Piedmont Pond Poad Si Hi feet— 8" 

Taft Avenue- 502 feet- 8" 

Victor Place- 240 feet- 8" 

West view Avenue— -420 feet —8" 
Valves were inserted in these lines w here needed. 

The new reservoir is giving complete satisfaction. It given us 
a great satisfaction and sense of security to know that in dry spells 
we have 90 million gallons of water in reserve. The overflow pipe 
was lengthened some 100 feet to prevent washing on private land. 
It now empties into the old brook bed on City-owned property. 
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Tin' pond has been treated ai different intervals to kill the algae 
which might form on its shores. 

The City ol' Rutland is fortunate in having Mr. Harry 
Jasmin, a man who takes great ])ride in his work and who is on 
duly pracl ically 2 I hours a day. The si reams have been pal rolled 
regularly and the boundary lines on all city-owned land have been 
run and marked. Thousands of pines and spruce have been 
planted. Some limber has been cul and from time to time under- 
growth) dead I rees and brush are removed to conform to the Si ale 
of Vermont regulations for preserving and improving our forests. 

The reducing valve on Division Street has been kept at u 
constant pressure of It) pounds to insure the protection of our 
system in the- lowlands. The low pressure which occurs in times 
of hot weather when the water demand is very heavy will be 
taken care of when the new 12" line on St rati cm I toad is finished. 
Our summer peak readied an all lime high when I .Hoi), 000 gallons 
of water were consumed in one day. average daily consumption 
being '27") gallons per person. Our normal consumption is about 
3,000,000 gallons daily. 

Sidewalks and Curbs 

7.0 Hi square feeH Of walk was laid and 3.1(H) lineal feel of 
curbing placed. OH I lineal feet of "Hot Mix" curb was laid on 
Hopkins Street. This is an economical curb, costing the property 
owners S..">0 per foot. It is very durable and where it is possible 
we recommend this type of curbing. 

During the past year three new bays were added to our 
garage on South and Spruce Streets. This was made possible 
from funds received from the White Playground Fund. Killing 
thai was excavated from various streets was charged at ihe rate of 
2-1 cents per load, and a total of approximately (10, (MM) yards was 
dumped at the playground to bring the area to approximate 
grade. The money received from this operation was used in the 
linaiicing of the three bays. This addition was greatly needed. 
Valuable pieces of construction equipment can now hp stored 
indoors and thus prolong their life. 

Under instruction from the Honorable Hoard of Aldermen 
the work of grading at the White Playground was started in the 
spring. A 10 car parking lol. soft-ball field, access road from 
Avenue H and Avenue C and the grading of the multiple use 
area was completed. The contract for the building and remainder 
of the work was let to Mr. Donald Xoyes, Contractor. The 
soft-ball field was completed in time for use this summer. A little 
more work on filling and top soiling will be done this fall to insure 
a first class lield next summer. Incidentally, the original specifi- 
cations and plans from the Allen Organization were re vise* I by this 
office. A total of SlG,2o(j.5y was received from the "While 
Playground Fund" for this work. 
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Engineering Department 

The engineering department had a busy year. Numerous 
sewer surveys, street lines and grades were given. The Strattoii 
Road water line was run and maps prepared. Records were kept 
in order and a tremendous amount of routine work was done. 

I would like to recommend the purchase of a sewer cleaning 
machine. Our sewers especially in the lowlands are clogged 
with dirt and gravel. 

I would also like to bring attention to the cotidilii f River 

Street viaduct. Resides needing to be widened, the c< rele is 

disintegrating from under the floor of the structure. A detailed 
report in this regard will be made at a later dale. 

I wish to call your attention to the conditions at the Citv 
dump. The incinerator is in very bad shape and creates a (ire 
hazard which in dry times could be serious. We have a stand of 
pine trees adjacent to the dump which are <|uite valuable and at 
various times they have been subjected to very serious threats of 
extinction on account of fire. 

A study has been made and is still under way planning how to 
do away with the nuisance of this dump. A sanitary fill would be 
proposed. This fill would take care of any refuse that would ever 
be disposed of at this site. A sanitary fill would eliminate fire 
hazards, germs, flies, rats and odors. Each day ihe dump would 
be covered with dirt; no papers, cans or rubbish would be showing 
al the end of ihe day. A bulldozer with a bull clamp would hav e 
to be purchased to do the work of filling. This fill could be used 
also in various palls of the cily which now need filling. The laud 
tints reclaimed could be turned into valuable building ground. 
This equipment would cost m the neighborhood of $22,000,0!). 
It would be a one-man operated job, thus doing awav wilh one 
caretaker. 

Mr. Peter Wagner occupied the position of Commissioner of 
Public Works until March 15 of this year. The undersigned 
served as Acting Commissioner until his appointment August .">. 
I0.")7. 

I wish to thank Mayor Waterman and the Honorable Hoard 
of Aldermen for the splendid cooperation given to me while serv- 
ing as Acting Commissioner. I wish also to thank (he office 
stalT Miss Mary MeConnick. Mrs. Robert Fitzsimmons. Mr. 
Herbert Krickson ami Mr. Clifford Wilson - for their hard and 
untiring efforts to give the public and the taxpayers inosl efficient 
service. Also, the kind cooperation of the various department 
heads is most appreciated. 

To Mr. James McLaughlin and Mr. William Dwver and to 
all tlx' employees of the Public Works Department and the Water 
Department I wish to express thanks for their conscientious and 
diligent performance of duty.

I hereby submit the annual report of the activities of the 
Rutland Police Department for the fiscal year July 1st, 1950 to 
June 30th, 1957. 

The Department investigated 3,232 complaints and made 
335 arrests. 

The number of motor vehicle accidents invest igated WP* 
320 against 299 the previous year. The estimated amount of 
damage was also more. A table listing the number of cars 
involved, estimated damages, and number of persons injured and 
hospitalized follows this report. We had one fatality resulting 
from a motor vehicle-pedestrian accident in June, 1957. 

An amendment to the Vermont Statutes relating to Muni- 
cipal Speed lobulations was approved April 17. 1957 and effective 
.June 1. 1057. Sijjns indicating the speed limits provided in such 
special regulations shall be posted conspicuously by the muni- 
cipality desiring to enforce the same within the highway limits 
at least two hundred feet ahead of the point where such speed 
limits provided in said special regulations become effective. 

Eleven entrances to the City of Rutland have been posted 
with siftns reading "Speed 35 Ahead" and signs reading "Speed 
Limit 35 City of Rutland" in conformity with the above amend- 
ment. 

With the cooperation of the Traffic Safely Council of the 
Chamber of Commerce and the Honorable City Council, we have 
eliminated several traffic hazards. The following signs, approved 
by tile Hoard of Aldermen, were erected during we past year: 
two "Playground" signs on Meadow Street: two "Playground" 
signs on Xorth Street near entrance to the Rotary Field: and two 
"Playground" signs at Jackson Avenue and Avenue B play- 
grounds. Also erected "Xo Parking" signs on Xichols Street 
along the Hospital property. Erected one "Xo Right Turn" 
sign on Williams Street at the intersection of Xichols Street. 
Two "Stop" signs were erected at the intersection of Grove Si reel 
and Crescent Sired Also erected one "Stop" sign on Lafayette 
Street at the intersection of Harrington Avenue, milking a total 
of 88 "Stop" signs in the City of Rutland. One "Merging Traffic" 
sign was erected on Strongs Avenue before the intersection of 
South Main Street, (hie parking meter at the southeast corner 
of Evelyn Street and West Street was removed and erected a "Xo 
Parking" sign in its place. 
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Locked coin boxes, numbered lo correspond with the numbers 
mi (he parking miters, have been installed in our meters. We 
have a total of 721 parking meters in operation on our streets. 

Our patrol cars ami motorcycle were driven a total of 77.tiK3 
miles. Three hundred thirty-one doors and windows were found 
open and unlocked by night officers in patrol cars and on the 

beats. 

Parking Meter Collections for the year totaled $48,">22.2(i 
which is an increase over last year's toial of S> hi, 7.">fi. *_'o. The 
parking meters have now taken in a total of S33ti.778.74 .since 
they were first installed in September, 1947. $">,38(i.0() was 
collected in One Dollar lines from July 1st, 1 !.)">(» to June 30th, 
W">7, and 1,87V) First < iffcudcrs were excused as voted by the ( 'ily 
Council in June, 1948.

The annual free Small Pox immunization program was 
carried out in December. 290 children received vaccinations. 
The Clinics wen- set up by the School Nurses. Mrs. MeCormack 
and Miss Burke. Drs. Harry Ryan, Cordon Smith and myself 
did the vaccinations. 

The annual free inoculations to immunize children against 
Dipthcria-Tctanns and Whooping Cough were done in April, 
May and June. 302 children received this protection. Drs. 
Hyan, Smith and myself, ably assisted by Mrs. MeCormack and 
Miss Burke, School Xurses, did the work on this program. 

In our opinion these are worthwhile projects. This depart- 
ment urges all parents who have not had their children immunized 
by their own physician to take advantage of this opportunity of 
having it done. 
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A total of 3(i'J samples of water from the city's taps wore sent 
to Burlington for analysis. Ten samples showed ev idence of con- 
tamination but none of the contaminated samples occurred on 
consecutive days. This department wishes to thank the water 
department for their excellent control work on ths water shed 
and at the reservoir. 

Samples of water were also sent to Burlington from the 
swimming pool during its operation. At no time was it found 
necessary to close the pool due to contamination. 

Over one hundred nuisance complaints were investigated by 
the Department. Ten plumbing inspections were made. 

Tii closing 1 would like to express my appreciation for Ihe 
courtesy and cooperation that I have received from the Mayor, 
City Council. City Employees, the State Hoard of Health. tin- 
School Nurses and the physicians and parents of the City of 
Rutland.

The following is your Milk Inspector's report for the fiscal 
year beginning July I. I!)."i(i, and ending June 30, l<)i)7. 

Four hundred and three (SKROO) has been collected for 
Milk licenses and the money turned over to the Citv Treasurer 
whose receipts I hold. These licenses represent eleven (II) 
creameries, four (4) peddlers and lilt retail stores and or res- 
taurants handling milk or milk products. 

The pasteurization ordinance continues its effectiveness, all 
the plants are approved as of July 1, |<(57. 

Some ,,f ihe pasleuri/ini; plants are having nioulhlv samples 
run by Mr. R. Knowlton, formerly of the State Agricultural 
Department. Copies of these reports are on file in the office of the 
Milk Inspector and the various creameries. Also additional 
samples are sent from time to time by Mr. Slanetz of the State 
Agricultural Department or by myself. This department wishes 
to thank Mr. Slanetz for the excellent cooperation and help he 
has extended to the City Milk Inspector. This cooperation has 
done much to maintain the relatively high quality of milk which 
is offered for sale in Rutland at the present time. 

Most of the dairies have been inspected at least once and all 
the pasteurizing plants periodically. On the whole conditions are 
good. 

I wish to thank the producers, plant operators and owners 
and State Inspectors for their cooperation during the past year.

ACTIVITIES 
Fall and Winter 

The Halloween program was again the big activity in the fall. 
The program included window guessing, Mr. Jack 0'Lanteni 
Contest, gramm&r school parties, window painting and junior and 
senior high school dances. The Depart men! received excellent 
cooperation from high school students in OUT window painting 
and the high school dance planning. 

The program at the Madison Street Recreation Center in- 
cluded a great variety of activities for all ages. The Center was 
under the direction of Elder "Hap" Haapala. Assistant Super- 
intendent of Recreation. Regular club events included the Senior 
Citizens Club. Chess Club. Civil Air Patrol. Jutland Club of the 
Wind, Fish and Came Club. Model Airplane Club, Knitting Club 
and a Teen Age Club. Instructions were given for the following 
activities: Men's and Women's Golf, Bridge. Oil Painting. Chikl- 
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reus Square Dancing; Buys' ( iymnaslics. Basketball, Baseball, 
Girls' Junior Cheer Leading, Baton Twirling. Other activities 
included Children's (lames, Daily Skill Tournaments and Table 
Tennis. At the Rotary Field Mouse, activities included the Blue 
Ridge Bowman Club, Archery Lessons for Children. Dog Obedi- 
ence Club. Home Demonstration Club, Cub Scouts and Girl 
Scouts meetings and City Band Rehearsals. 

In addition to these regular programs the following special 
events were held at the Center: Slate Softball Organizational 
meeting, Father ami Son Basketball Shooting Contesl and Ver- 
mont Chess Championship Tournament. 

A six team Midget Basketball League for boys 0-12 and a 
four team Junior League for boys 13-15 were again operating last 
season. 

Skiing lessons were given again in the Junior Ski Program at 
the Rutland Country Club, by the members of the Pico Ski Club. 

Ice skating rinks were set up al the Rotary and Meadow 
Street Playgrounds. A separate section was constructed for 
children's use only al ihe Rotary Rink. There was a total of 
43 days skating at Rotary and 38 at Meadow Street. Over 
12(1,000 people used the rinks last season. A special ice show was 
held under the direction of Mrs. Ann Page in conjunction wilh 
the Rutland Winter Carnival. The show was professional in its 
presentation and the huge crowd that attended thoroughly 
enjoyed it. 

Spring and Summer 

The swimming pool was again operated Successfully this J ear 
and was enjoyed by many people. John Mullen was appointed 
the new pool manager and William Reardon, assistant pool 
manager. The policy of free morning admissions for swimming 
lessons was continued. Swimming lessons from beginners to a 
Red Cross Instructors' course were held. 

The Recreation Department operated seven playground 
areas during the It-week summer s'-ason. Hourly, daily and 
weekly programs were arranged for all age groups' interests. A 
number of special events were held on each playground. Some 
of them were Picnic Suppers, Indian Day. Doll Show. Costume 
Parade. Freckle and Polka Dol Contest. Watermelon Eating 
Contest, Sand Box Contest, Hobo Contest, Field Day, Pet Show, 
Yo Vo Contest, Scavenger Hunt and a Story Telling Pageant. 
The highlights of the season were the Indian Day and the Field 
Day and Carnival at Rotary. 

The "Mighty Mite" League enjoyed its second successful 
season operating as two four-team divisions. Seven boys were 
moved up to the Midget League as their baseball skills developed 
during the season, 
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The (en team Midget League again operated this season with 
Mr. Hoherl Shallow as league director. Over 120 hoys and li) 
adult coaches and umpires participated in this program. 

A "Bahe Until" League was formed this summer. This 
league was for hoys 13-15. As the Department sponsored only 
two teams in Hutland it was deci<lcd to invite teams from the 
surrounding towns to participate in this league. At the end of 
the season an All-Star team was chosen from the league to play 
in the state tournament at Middlehury. 

Prior to league play in the Midget, Mitcy Mite and Bahe 
Uuth divisions, t mints were held for every hoy. As the hoys 
improved they moved up to the higher leagues. 

The Department sponsored live sol'thall leagues this year. 
The Hoys' Playground League, the (Jills' Playground League, the 
Fat ami Thirty League and the City League. The City League 
was composed of live teams and is considered the "Fast League." 
A nine team Fat and Thirty League was a league for slower 
competition. 

Tin' Hoys' Playground Leagues were organized for the <I-I3 
and I I- Hi year-old age groups. 

The < lids' Playground League was composed of four teams 
in the 12-1.3 age group. A Cirls' Volleyball League was in opera- 
tion this summer with four playgrounds represented. 

Summary 

The construction of the White Playground has started. 
Present plans call for a shelter Iniilding. mulli-purpo.se area, 
children's areas, wading pools, horseshoe and hoeci courts to be 
completed for the 1958 summer season. The softhall field was 
available for play this summer hut it is hoped that improvements 
will he made to hring it into t'w^t class shape for our next season. 

W ork will continue on our program of improving the appear- 
ance of the play areas and physical facilities in the recreation 
department.

Airport Commission 



To the Hiinoraii'.c Citij Council: 

The most important news during the past year affecting 
Hutland Municipal Airport was the approval hy the voters of 
the City of Rutland on May 7. 1957 of a hond issue of S'.Ki.lOl) 
to cover the City's 'hare of the cost of a runway extension to 
accommodate the larger and faster airplanes now heing operated 
Ly F.istein Air Lines. Plans for this runway extension are heing 
developed for the Commission hy Whitman A* Howard, engineers 
of Boston. The plan contemplates a 250 loot extension on the 
southerly end of the North-South Hunway and a 750 foot exten- 
sion on the northerly end. The Hunway will he lengthened hy a 
total of 1.000 feet to approximately 5,000 feet. 

The estimated total cost of this extension is approximately 
S3X5,00(). 50 per cent of which is to he pmvided hy the Federal 
Government through the Civil Aeronautics Administration, 25',' 
by the State of Vermont and 25% hy the City of Hutland. 

The 250 ft. extension on the southerly end of the Hunway 
will he made on airport land already owned hy the City of Hut- 
land. Additional land must lie secured on the northerly end to 
complete the 750 foot extension there. This land acquisition is 
still heing negotiated. Final construction plans are Hearing 

completion. 

The second important event during the past year was the 
retirement hy Faslern Air Lines of the I H'-A type airplanes used 
hy Colonial and the substitution of the faster, larger and more 
powerful Silver Falcons. The runway extension is necessary to 
accommodate these larger airplanes on a routine hasis. 

During the past year (from July. I!l5(i to June, 1957. both 
inclusive) the commercial use of our airport was as follows: 
Passengers enplaned 1,850 
Pas.-engers deplaned I (830 

Mail dispatched 3.1 12 Lhs. 

Air KxpresM dispatched 3,502 Lbs. 

Air Freight dispatched 6,870 Lhs, 

In addition man}' private pleasure and commercial aircraft 
used our facilities. 

Statistics alone are hy no means the full measure of the 
great value of the Hutland Airport and of its future development 
to the future progress of Hutland. It is the essential element to 
put Hutland on the modern transportation map. 

Your Airport Commission is an active intervene] on hehalf 
of the City in the Northeastern States Area Case hefore the Civil 
Aeronautics Hoard, in an attempt In secure for Hutland air service 
to and from Boston. We are hopeful that we may be able to per- 
suade the C.A.B. that air service to and from Boston is essential 
to Hutland.

The following report of the Cemetery Commissioners is 
res] >c ct f u 1 1 v submi t ted . 

For the last two years, the West Street Cemetery has been 
kept completely machine mowed from May to October, and North 
Main Si reel Burying Ground, though in need of more filling and 
leveling, has been kept down so markers could be reached and 
read. It is planned to right and repair about thirty headstones 
t here in 1958. 

Thirty stones have been repaired in West btreet Plot this 
year bv Mr. Mutti and the vault marker set in cement. This 
practically completes the repair of over a hundred cracked, broken 
or fallen markers, and the discouraging condition which faced us 
four years ago. . 

The erection of a cement block tool house which houses all 
equipment owned by the commission was accomplished with an 
additional appropriation of Si'.jO in Hio7. 

The right front corner at West Street in which the city 
Public Works department dumped about 80 loads of coarse (ill 
has been leveled and seeded. 

Adjoining property owned by Lincoln Iron Works has been 
cleared of brush which was crowding the ( VmcKay h-nrc. Shrubs 
which were donated have been set along the front fence. 

With the West Street Plot under control, it will now be 
possible to begin a more thorough job in the North Main Street 
Burying Ground, Rutland's oldest, where nearly every marker 
carries a name which was familiar in the years from 177o to 1840 
when Hut land, "West Parish" was growing from a few houses at 
the comer where "Coekburn's Line met the Castleton Road," 
Main and West Streets to us, to a village of 2,708 people.
